ACCIDEjMT NEAR LAKE BLUFF 



Funeral Services For Six of Recruits Was Held on Tuesday 

For the Remainihg Two on Wednesday and Three 

Are as Yet Not Recovered 



Eleven boys, apprentice seamen at 
United States Naval Trolnlng Station, 
North Chicago, lost their lives Sunday 
In a Lake Michigan disaster, which, In 
many respects hos no parallel. 

A cutter, bearing , twonty-tive men, 
one of whom was a petty oificer, was 
swamped in the heavy surf within one 
hundred feet of frantic witnesses on the 
beach. The cutter filled with jvater, 
then turned turtle, ejecting its load of 
human freight into the storm tossed 
waters of Lake Michigan, off Lake 
Bluff. 

Captain W. J. Fullam, commandant 
at the station, who saw the tradegy, 
declared that Officer in charge Negis 
did all that he could have done when he 
dropped the anchor near the shore. 

In view of hundreds of people along 
the shore the boat swamped In the surf. 

The water was alive with struggling 
boys. Many of them had never been 
in the water before. 

They stiock out strongly for the 
shore each clutching an oar, but there 
was an undertow In addition to the 
heavy waves. Three boys got almost 
within an arms length of the shore 
when they were snatched back by the 
sea ond went down. 

Society women enlisted their autos 
In the work of rescue. Mrs. J. Ramsey 
with her own arms,. picked up a limp 
figure placed him in her automobile and 
carried him to the hospital at the sta- 
tion. 

Mrs. Charles LIneen sped southward 
In her automobile to meet the machine 
carrying the pulmoters for a telephony 
message had been received that the 
life saving machine were on their way. 
The automobiles ofChas.. Dewey were 
converted into Impromptu ambulances 
and did precious service. The scenes 
along the water's edge reminded one of 
the aftermath of a baitle. 

For many hours it was impossible to 
tell how many boys had lost their lives. 
There was no list of those who had 
gone out with the boat, it was impos- 
sible to ascertain by a roll call because 
dozens of the recruits were out along 
the shore, and some of them were in 
Chicago oh short leave. 

The atory told by one of the,surviv- 
ers is as followers: 

"We left the station about a quarter 
of, two in the afternoon. We were not 
ordered out but were given permission 
to take the sail. The water was ex- 
ceedingly rough -and most of the boys 
wero so new to the water experience 
that they became helplessly seasick 
after we had gone perhaps a mile from 
shore. 

"William Negus was In command. 
He saw that with half the boys seasick 
and helpless It would be impossiblo to 
handle the boat as it should be handled, 
so we put in toward shore. Wo had a 
big boat about 24 feet long, with a 
mainsail and jib. Wo hi^ulcd down the 
sails to make things more snug and 
present less surface to the storm. Then 
we took to the bars, such of ua as were 
able to use them. 

"Thcre/was a lot of water in the 
boat and more coming In all the time. 
We were in danger of being swamped 
at any moment But Negds thought 
he CQuld save the boat as well aa all 
the people In it. 

. "When we were within about thirty 
feet of the shore he dropped anchor. 
Then he went, overboard to see how 



deep the water was. It was only obout 
up to his nose— If it had been level. 
But the heavy waves burled him In wa- 
ter 4 or 5 feet deep. 

"He climbed back Into the boat then. 
It was plain we would have to swim for 
it Negus called out. to ask if ther« 
wae anybody aboard who could not 
swim.; One.boy said he couldn't 

"So Negus took that boy— I don't 
know who he was— on his back ond 
and started for the shore calling for 
rest of us to follow. 1 was one of the 
last to quit the boat I saw Negus 
swim a few strokes toward the shore 
and then he seemed to be In trouble. 
His arms went out crazlly and he went 
down. 

"He disappeored only for a moment 
and then he came up and didn't have 
the boy with him any more. It looked 
as if a big wave had snatched the boy 
from his arms. 

"Negus wouldn't go to shore without 
the lad. He dove into the water again 
—and I didn't see him any more. 
■ "Pretty soon I saw it wasn't any use 
to stick to the boat and I jurnped as far 
toward shore" as I could, then tried to 
swim. There was nothing doing, I 
couldn't get ahead. But finally I hit 
something and somebody dragged me 
dut'of the water." 

It Is known that Negus brought at 
least two to shore arid the last seen of 
him he was returning to the lake to 
bring others in. He was then seen 
with a boy under his arm and the be- 
lief is that he became exhausted In his 
effort and went down, a victim to his 
bravery.' 

Fifteen recruits, three surgeonp, 
Chaplain Brodman and citizens joined 
in the search for the bodies at once 
after the accident When darkness 
came on, they used lanterns and kept up 
the search until 11 o'clock when it was 
abandoned until daylight when the re- 
cruits resumed the task. 

It as a singular thing that the five 
bodies recovered in the evening were all 
found within twenty-five feet of each 
othbr being washed up on the shore. 

The funeral which was held Tuesday 
morning over six of the bodies thus far 
recovered was both impressive and sad, 
yet one of grandeur and Impossing In 
Its 'general effect because of the mili- 
tary features which characterized It 

The service for five of the six were 
held jointly In the hospital by Chaplain 
Thompson while the service over the 
sixth man, was held in another portion 
of the grounds because he was a Catho- 
lic and the officers showed himdeference 
by having a priest officiate. 

Then the ceremonies over, the cas- 
kets were tenderly borne.by recruits 
to six waiting hearses arid two hearses 
abreaa escorted through the grounds to 
the main gate. There, lined up on 
either side, was a squad of a dozen re- 
cruits who as the procession reached 
the gate and halted, fired a salute over 
the caskets, Itbeing the formal military 
salute to departed 'members. . 

The cortege then continued its way 
to the railway station where the bodies 
were shipped to the ^former homos of 
the victims. 

Two more bodies were held pending 
arrival of relatives and services for 
them were held Wednesday. As yet 
there are threebodles unrecovered.

Settlement of the dat6 for the re- 
ferendum on the Woodmen insurance 
question will be set for Oct. 15, accord- 
ing to promises made this weekby the l.i- 
aurance superintendent of the state and 
Governor Deneen. 

Enforcement of provision of the Don- 
ahue bill has been taken in hand by the 
state. There will be no further eva- 
sion by the head office. An official 
notice is expected this week specifying 
the above date for the vote. 

In conference George Anderson, with 
the insurgent executive board, secured 
promises of immediate action. Sixty 
days will be allowed in which to get 
the vote of the entire nation. 

Twice the number of signatures nec- 
essary to secure the referendum have 
now been appended to the petition call- 
ing for a vote. Ten percent or 12,800 
names were required. Three ■ hundred 
thousand from all part of the '^United 
States have been secured. 

Work of organizing the state is con- 
tinuing daily while other insurgent 
states are banding themselves together, 
A new order chartered at Kansas City, 
was organized last week and has joined 
the rank of insurgents. 

In the injunction preceedings begun 
at Des Moines to restrain the officers 
from putting the new rates into effect. 
The societies answer as filed alleges 
that Modern Woodmen of America 
*'would suffer ultimately a defalacation 
of $1,000,000,000 If long restrained by 
the courts from putting into effect tho 
readjustments of the rates adopted last 
January. 

The complainants allege, that the 
new bylaws, making the new rates ef- 
sective as to new members on May 1, 

1912, and as to old members on Jan. 1, 

1913, are null and void, because the 
record does not show their adoption by 
two-thirds of the members of thfe head 
camp and because the society was with- 
out authority to adopt such amend- 
ments to its by-laws.

CRIMINAL ACTION IS HINTED 



Clarence S. Funk, Manager of Inters 
national Concern, Telia of Com- 
pany's Organkcatlon and How Com- 
uetltlon Was Dealt With. 



Chicago, Sept. 18.— "No "Immunity 
bath" will bo givon Ooorge W. Per- 
kins, Cyrua H. McCormIck, Chnrl«3 
Dccrlng or other leading spirits In %o 
organization of tho International Har- 
vcHter company, which, the govern- 
ernmont chargea. was rornietl In vio- 
lation of tho Sherman antitrust act. 

Neither Porklns. McCormlck nor 
Deorlng. It was announced on Mon- 
day, will bo called ns wltncasos in 
tho pending civil Bult to dissolve the 
corporation, in which the Initial hear- 
ing of ovidcnco was held In Chicago. 
.They will not bo asked to testify on 
tho ground that such testimony would 
.grant them Immunity. 

This announcement gave tho first 
Intimation that the government Is con- 
templating the posfllbltlty of criminal 
prosecution against the men respons- 
■ tblo for tho formation of the giant 
combine. 

Joseph R. Barling, special agent of 
tho department of justice In charge of 
tho preparation of evidence against 
Iho harvester company, made known 
tho fact that the three men were not 
to bo summoned. 

"Tho government does not propose 
to allow these mqn to gain Immunity 
by testifying In tho civil suit," he ex- 
plained. "It will be remembered that 
tho packers In tho 190C prosecution 
of the beef trust gained an 'immunity 
bath' because of Information which 
they furniahed the government. We 
do not intend to hnvo a similar thing 
happen In the prosecution of the har- 
vester company." 

"Doos that mean that the big men 
In the harvester trust will bo prose- 
cuted criminally?" Mr. Darling was 
asked. 

"It means that tho government will 
take no chances of granting them Im- 
munity from such a prosecution." he 
replied. 

William. H. Jones, almost an octo- 
Rpnerian. camo from a retirement of 
four years In response to a subpoena 
to toll about tho organization of tho 
combln« 

Tho only other "big man" In tho 
company that tho government Intends 
to call is John J. Glessner. vice-presi- 
dent, who has not been active of late 
years. Neither Harold F. McCormlck 
nor Jam«s . Deoring, both vice-presi- 
dents of tho company, appear in the 
list of witnesses mado public. Wil- 
liam M. Galo, E. N. Wood and Ale.tan- 
der Legg are among the subordinate 
oftlccrs and employes who will be 
called. 

'William H. Jones was questioned 
particularly about George \V. Perkins" 
connection with the origin of the com- 
blno, In which all harvester com- 
panies, with the exception of four 
comparatively small onterprlsos, were 
merged. 

"All my dealings for the sale of tho 
Piano worlta wore condufcled with Mr. 
Perkins In his office with J. P. Morgan 
& Co.." the witness replied. 

Clarence S. Punk, general manager 
of the International Harvester com-

Tho receivers, W. E. Strang and 
Robert Walker, were appointed by 
Judgo Hough In an insolvency suit 
brought In tho federal court by the 
Brown & Sharp company of Provl- 
denco. U. I.. In Its own behalf and 
that of oth^r creditors. In addition 
to the appointment of iho two receiv- 
ers for the holding company five of 
Its constituent companlos were In- 
volved, namely; Tho Alden Sampson 
Manufacturing company of Detroit; 
tho Brush Runabout company of De- 
troit; .tho Columbia Motor company 
of Hartford. Conn.; the Dayton Motor 
Car company of Dayton, O., and the 
Maxwell-DrlBCoe company of Tarry- 
town. N. J. Tho receivers' Joint bond 
■was ilxed at JIOO.OOO. 

Bankers Identified with the company 
say that tho proceedings are friendly, 
and brought with the purpose of clear- 
ing up tho company's affairs, with a 
view to protecting tho creditors. 

Tho petition for a receiver states 
that tho aasets of tho motors com- 
pany consist of cash, bills and oc- 
counts receivable, shares of stock of 
the subsidiary and "selling" com- 
panies, shares of stock of other cor- 
porations controlled by tho motors 
company and the assets of the subsidi- 
ary companies. Tho aggregate lia- 
bilities of tho defendant companies, 
the petition states, amount to approxi-

Two of HIb Chargei.- 



Chlcago, Sept. 17.— Six boys wero 
drowned on Sunday when tho recrea- 
tion cutter of the United States uavol 
training station, near Lake Bluff, waa 
swamped on a sand bur 300 yards oft 
Lake Bluff. 

The dead: W. E. Antrobus. Chica- 
go; H. C. Harlan, Memphla, Tenn.; 1 
L. Southworth, NaabvlUo, Tenn.; John 
Wallace, John Patten, potty officer, 
Detroit, Mich,; A. L. Raymond. 

Twonty-three boys, one able sea- 
man, who was a potty officer, and an- 
other petty oDlcer, set forth early for 
a pleasure salL They became help- 
leas in a gale, fought their way al- 
most to the shore, and tho tragedy oc- 
curred within one hundred feet of 
frantic people on tho beach. 

All but one was able to swim un- 
der ordinary conditions, but could do 
nothing against the high wind and 
heavy surf. 

One man, who battled valiantly 
against the storm and saved two lives 
besides hiB own, Is raving In delirium, 
declaring that he waa responsible for 
the loss of life. That was William 
Negus, potty officer and able seaman 

"it was my fault," he cried. "I could 
have saved them. I could have 
beached tho boat, and they would all 
have reached the shore." 

But Captain W. F. Fullam. com- 
mandant of tho station, who saw the 
tragedy, declared that Negus did all 
that he could have done when he 
dropped anchor near tho shore. 

In full view of hundreds of people 
along tho shore the boat capsized: 
Tho lake was alive with struggling 
boys. Many of them had never been 
In rough water before. They wero of 
tho newest recrultB. 

They struck out strongly for the 
shore, but there was an undertow In 
addition to tho heavy waves. Three 
boys got almost within arms' reach 
of rescuers when they wero snatched 
back by the sea and went down.

AVIATOR PLUNGES TO DEATH AT 
CHICAGO AIR MEET. 



Caught by Gust of Wind While Doing 

Daring Stunts, He Loees 

Control. 

Chicago. Sept. 13.— Caught by a 
sharp gust of wind when •'about 200 
feet from tho ground. Aviator Paul 
Peck and his Qolumbla biplane wero 
hurled to the ground Into Wednesday 
afternoon at Cicero. flying field and 
tho brilliant young blrdman was so 
terribly crushed that he died later at 
St. Anthony do Padua hospital. 

He was descending Irom his last 
contemplated filght of tho day in tho 
biplane which he personally devel- 
oped and which was expected to per- 
form wonders In tho aviation meet 
beginning Thursday. 

Five times he had circled down- 
ward through the air and was scarce- 
ly 200 feet from the ground when sud- 
denly something went wrong.' From 
tho long, birdllko Bwoop the biplane 
suddenly swerved, quivered and then 
tipped sharply downward. 
. Fully aware of hiB dangerous pre- 
dicament. Peck struggled with his 
controls and for an Instant appeared 
to have regained tho mastery of the 
air, but an Instant later and the ma- 
chine again dipped and as the specta- 
tors groaned In, horror biplane and 
aviator dropped like a plummet.

Hero of Port Arthur Falls Upon 
Sword of His Fathers and la 
Quickly Followed in Suicide by 
Patriotic Countess. 

Tokio, Sept. 16.— Forced by cen- 
turies old tradition to end their llveo 
with tho sword and driven to their 
death by grlof over tho passing of 
their beloved emperor, Mutsuhito, 
Gen. Count MaroBUko Nogl. hero of 
Port Arthur, and his wife, tho Coun- 
tess Nogl, hurled themselves on sharp 
blades In the main ball of tho jfalaco 
and died by their own hands here 
Friday. 

General Nogl and tho Countess had 
attended tho funeral services of Mut- 
suhito at tho palace hero, and it waa 
expected 'that tltoy would proceed to 
Aoyama with the cortege. Instead, 
however, at tho conclusion of tho cere- 
mony at tho polaco they withdrew to 
their modest home In Akneaka, a sub- 
urb of.Toklo, and there began their 
final preparations for death. 

First tho general wrote a letter to 
his now omporor, Yoahihito, which 
later was found beside his body. Then 
ho draped in mourning a portrait on 
tho wall of tho late emperor and after- 
wards ho and his wlfo dressed thom- 
Golvea In full Japanese coBlumo and 
drank a Jarowell cup of sake from 
cups jvhtch had been presented to 
them by .Mutsuhito. 

DnrkneBB had fallen and General 
Nogl and tho Countess aat and await- 
ed tho signal they had agreed upon to 
announce their leave-taking. This was 
the booming of a elnglo gun In the 
palace grounds at Toklo. which was to 
let tho peoplo know that the body of 
the omperor was starting on tho fu- 
neral car for Us last resting place. 

As tho boom of tho gim resounded 
through the clear, still night. General 
Nogl arose and, grasping In his hand 
a short sword, plunged It Into his 
throat, while the Countess stabbed 
herself thrbugh the body. A student 
who resided In tho Nogl homo heard 
tho fall of tho bodies and rushed into 
the room. Lying upon tho floor wero 
tho hero of Port Arthur and hU wlfo. 
Poth Btlll wero breathing, but their 
Bpasmodlc gasps showed plainly that 
death w.ta near. The student hurried 
for aid, but when be returned with It, 
both the General and tho CountcBs 
wero dead. 

The tragedy created a profound sen- 
Bntlon and exproBsions of sorrow wore 
heard on every hand. 

Those who know General Nogl well 
declared that his calmness in killing 
himself was tho kind of Btoiclsm ho 
always had displayed, no matter what 
. crisis faced him. They Instanced tho 
famous charge of the Japanese up 203. 
Meter hill, during th« nusso-Japaneso 
war, when as commander of the Japa- 
nese third army Nogl saw tho Rus- 
sians mow down his forces In hun- 
dreds, among them two of hla own 
sons, and yet quietly and fearlessly 
continued the battle, taking tho hill 
and eventually being handed tho sur- 
render of Lieutenant General Stoessel 
at Port Arthur. 

Gen. Count Nogl was tho son of 
Maretao Nogl, chief of the Samurai of 
Hagl, provlncp of Cheahu. To him 
hla father's sword had dcsconded and 
with this ancient blade he slew him- 
Bolf. It. will be buried with him and 
he will receive honors scarcely Iras 
Imposing than those accorded to Mm- 
peror Mutsuhito. Nogl followed. prece- 
dent as old as the aacrcd mountain 
of Fujiyama, for It has always been 
prompted by tho spirit of "bushldo" 
that a man .shall lay down his life 
for his emperor, even If only to ahow 
fealty to him by a sacrlflce. 

Gen. Count Nogl was a national 
hero In Japan. He captured Port Ar- 
'thur from the RuBBlane In 1901, and 
received the propoBal of surrender of 
that fortresB from General Stoessel. 
On tho outbreak of tho Ruaao-Japan* 
080 war he was put In command ot 
the Third army corps, and was In 
porBonal direction of the forces which 
took 203 Meter hill ofter terrible 
loBses. He commanded the First bri- 
gade of Infantry In the ChlnoJapan- 
ese war and at all times distinguished 
himself by a bravery and a military 
skill which endeared hlm^ alike to cm-' 
paror and peoplo. He waa probably 
the most Intlmato friend of Hmporor 
Mutsuhito, outside the royal family. 
The count was sixty-throo years old 
and hiB wife only a few years hlB 
Junior.

Other "flndfi'Mncluda 
a camol's skull unearthed In 'High Hoi- 
born and a large quantity of pipes of 
tho eighteenth century. Under aomo 
old Btables In Dnrtholomew Close— 
ono of the oldest parts of London — 
three Norman arches havo been found.

Seattle, Wash.— Prof. Horschell C. 
Parker of Brooklyn, N. Y., and Bel- 
more Browne of Tacomn. who came 
within 300 feet of reaching tho eummit 
of Mount McKlnley last Juno, have 
returned from Alaska. Prof. Parker 
was greeted at the pier by Mrs. Par- 
ker, a bride of a little more than a 
year, who had come from Brooklyn to 
meet him. Ho hastened to Tacoma on 
the first Interurban car to see for the 
first time his child, a baby of a few 
months, bom during his absence In 
Alaska. 

Prof. Parker and Mr. Browne left 
Seward February 3, reaching U.e foot 
of Mount McKlnley April 2B. On their 
previous expedition they attempted to 
ascend the mountain from the south 
side but this time they crossed the 
Alaska range about twenty miles east 
of Mount McKlnley. They went up 
Muldrow glacier, taking the route se- 
lected by Tom Lloyd and bis party of 
explorers when they ajcended the 
mountain in 1910. 

At an altitude of lO.OOO feet the Par- 
kcr-Browne party relayed supplies with 
dog teama from the camp below. Aft- 
er remaining nt this altitude several 
Cays and unable to proceed higher bo- 
caiise of a severe atorm they decided 
to await more favorable conditions and 
dropped back to an altitude of 6.000 
feet. 

The party set out again Juno 5, go- 
Ing up the northeast ridge and Mul- 
drow glacier. The route selected was 
narrow and hazardous and the ridge 
steep, but the explorara were able to 
reach an citltude of 10,000 feet before 
being driven back by the severe cold 
and blinding snow blown by a high 
gale from peak to peak. 

On the third attempt an altitude of 
20,100 feet was reached. There, with 
only three days' provisions left, they 
were unable to withstand the cold and 
gave up hope of reaching the summlu 

Prof.- Parker in explaining the se- 
vere cold en the tnountaln said that 



at a height of 15,000 feet Juno 15 it 
was 19 degrees below zero. 

"I found that pemnilcan, tho special 
food used by arcUc explorers and 
made of beef, tallow and raisins is of 
no value at tho high altitudes," said 
Prof, Parker. "We were soon afflict- 
ed with severe cases of Indigestion, as 
the food was too heavy, and wo were 
unable to use a large part of our 
rations. I found that at an altitude 
of 13.000 feet I could not smoke with- 
out experiencing severe dizziness 
While Mr. Browne seemed able to 
Bmoke at any height. About the cold-

13.J0O feet, when tho tomperaturo fell 
to 2C below zero."

When Charles Kellogg of San Fran- 
cisco announced that he could sing a 
Ore out thcro was seeding among tho 
unboHevers. Thoy had beard of this 
man before, and know ho could Imi- 
tate any bird be admired In tho wood- 
land; that ho had been able to pro- 
cure wonderful pictures of wild ani- 
mals through the Sierra Mountains, 
because he made them completely un- 
afraid by his singing; they knew that 
serpents had absolutely no terrors for 
blm. But a flro, they argued, "has 
no life, no mind, therefore It cannot 
bo hypnotized, tamed or lulled." 

Nevertheless, fires are being " sung 
out" under test conditions, 
- Fire, says Mr. Kellogg, who denies 
all wizardry, Is vibration; and Just 
as It has been shown In the latraratory 
that .one vibration may annul, control, 
silence another, so the proper ono will 
still tho vibration of fire, and, when 
the vibration is stilled, the fire Is out. 

Mr. Kellogg makes no claim that 
any human voice can sing to quietude 
the vibrations of a conllagratlon. The 
extinguishing vibrations must bo of 
volume commensurate with those to 
bo controlled, but be docs maintain 
that tho fire-fighting operation In the 
future will be based upon these prin- 
ciples.

Make a few slmplo Itttlo experi- 
ments In vibration on your own ac- 
count Hold an empty cigar In your 
hands In tho room where someone Is 
playing tho piano, and every now and 
then you will feel that box vibrate. 
Try singing In a room where there 
are several small stringed Instru- 
ments and you will be pleased some- 
times to hear a string sing with you. 

The soothing, healing power of 
music In treating the Insane has 
called forth remarks lately. Will tho 
physician of the future take tempera- 
tures with a tuning fork and pre- 
scribe harmonious chords to allay 
fever or a "concord of sweet sounda** 
to hasten the knitting of bones? •

Thirsty Rodents Qnaw Lead Pipe and 
Ship's Supply of Drinking Wa- 
ter Is Lost. . 

It is a very serious thing to be w& 
terless at sea. This Is what happened 
recently to the bark Sapphire^ hound 
from South American ports to Pugot 
sound, but tho water famine was neith- 
er' tho result of carelessneBB, drought 
or a protracted voyage When half 
the journey had been accomplUhed the 
400-galion tank suddenly wont dry. As 
it happened over night and the tank 
had no hole lu It the calamity 'was 
a mystery. • anj 805^^ Buperstltlous 
members of Uio crew immediately 
ascribed It to.a supernatural agency. 
5j»^^ the second "mate, a hard-headed 
Yank'ee, fiivestl^ated* and FoiSnd that 
a section of the lead pipe leading from 
the tank had beeii almost gnawed In 
two by the army of rats that infest«d 
the ship. There was no water on 
board except tHat in the tank, which 
was closely covered, and the creatures, 
halt mad with thirst, bad evidently B^ 
tacked the pipe In a l»ody. The stream 
of escaping water must have drowned 
many, of them, as there was a great 
decrease In their numbers. There were 
about a hundred cases of mineral water 
in the cargo, and these were broached 
to supply the crew until some port 
could he reached to reflll the tank. 
An Ingenious sailor also rigged up ft 
condenser from th« primttlTo materUls 
at hand, but this furnished only about 
ft quart of fresh water a day, which 
was used ^for cooking. When the 
Bapphire reached Seattle the capuln 
had the water tank fitted with an iron 
pipe thick enough to resist all futui« 
attacks.

Under the flg tree Nicholas some* 
times administers, or as Montenegrins 
■ay, "Inflicts/' Justice. When a moim- 
talncor. beautifully drcfiBod In kntvcs 
and revolvers, camo to Nicholas and 
asked for justice, Nicholas lost bis 
temper. The mountaineer demanded 
that a next dsor neighbor should be 
banged for stealing bis pipe, which 
petition Nicholas rejected, not be* 
cause banging la too severe, but be- 
cause, said be, " I am writing a poem." 
This reply astonished the brave 
Montenegrin, who believed that real 
poetry was never written down. A; 
real poem Is learnt by heart and 
chantod by a bearded bard to the deaf* 
enlng music of the gusla, to tho clash* 
Ing of yataghans and swords, and to 
the explosion of precious gunpowder. 
But now Nicholas Is not only writ- 
ing a poem; ho Is preparing a com- 
plete edition of all bis poems In tho 
fiervlah language. It will bo printed 
at Agrain and read throughout the 
vmst territory in which the Servians 
live; In Montenegro Itself (when any- 
one can read), In Macedonia to tbo 
south, as far east as noumania, and 
«■ far north os Styrla. For the S«rbs 
ore Ehirope's most scattered race, out- 
armberlns the Hungarians and many 
other nations that cut a figure In tho 
world. 

Fat old Nicholas Is a genuine poet 
His Terse Is full of the primitive, 
heroic, opio spirit Compared with It 
the effusions ot bis royal neighbor* 
Carmen Sjiva, arc the thinnest of 
aklm milk. The old man comes of a 
Btock which always split Ink as fast 
as blood. Nearly all the JPeters, 
DanlloB, MIrkoB and Tomos who pre- 
ceded blm BB "Vladlkas" of Monte- 
negro were masters of the goosefiuUl 
His great-uncle. Peter II., was the 
best of Servian poets, and also a 
. tolerable warrior, for he wrote, his 
first ode on a mud wall In RJoka wlttt 
the blood of a butchered. Turk. 

Fat old Nicholas maintains the 
heroic strain. Poetry and war. be 
holds, are but branches of the same 
sovereign profesBlon. 'You can even

combine the two; for when Nicholas 
was busy besieging NIksle, In ' l!i78, 
h" spent part of the day writing songs 
about iho defending Turks. He 
agrees with Homer that slaying and 
plundering enemies and carrying off 
beautiful nmlda nro tho flt recreations 
of a poet, and the fit recreation of a 
warrior Is the celebration of his own 
exploits, 

Nicholas' muse la limited In scope. 
In fact,. he rejects nil the muses ex- 
cept Callopo, Clio and Terpalchore. 
who stand . respectively for tho epic, 
history and the dance. Terpsichore Is 
tolerated by rough Nicholas because 
a warrior has a right to dance on his 
enemies' craves. Nicholas has com- 
posed some ilvoly " kolas," or round 
dances, for men and maids. For such 
a swashbuckling sovereign be la 
tolerant cf women; Indeed, his best 
political poem,- *' Balkanska Carlca," 
tho." Empress of tho Balkans," Is do- 
dlcated^o Montenegro's fair. If there 
were a muse of drink, she also would 
be permitted, for the warrlor-klrig has 
written tolerable drinking songs, with 
admirable precepts. One Is that while 
there aro Turks In sight you should 
keep warily sober; but that when you 
have cut off the heads of a dozen 
Turks and bagged your weapons and 
money you have a right to drink to 
their shadea. Pursuing this line of 
thought he bursts out again:

Nicholas Is a newspaper man. He 
runs a poetical Journal 'named the 
Dove, which waa founded by his poeti- 
cal cutthroat ancestor, Peter II. In 
this Nicholas printed bis first poem, 
" Vukassln,'* which describes an luol- 
dent In tho fall of th& medieval Ser- 
vian empire. , There, too, ho printed 
his "0 Name. O Name!" a political 
coufoBslon, which has rison to be the 
national song of. the Pan-Servians In 
Montenegro. Servla. "rurkey, and 
Austria, 

Turks, pashas, "bussurmans" and, 
padlshas are the objective of Nicholas' 
best poems. They Inspire many 
dainty and Bonorous lines, such as 
** Drink ye blood from the black 
Turk's skull." "When flfty Moslems 
foil from Vuka'B hand," "Our emei^ 
aid' valley's blossom red; it la the 



blood tho^ Turk has shedC" "Ibe 
glorious slaughter of the Moslem cai>- 
tlvos," ani so on. 

Like Homer and other true epic 
poets, Nicholas Ignores the moral con^ 
vontlons of war. He exalts equally 
Montenegrins who have died for their 
country and MontcncBrlns who have 
merely tortured Turks, butchered 
them In their sleep or dropped polaon 
Into their drink. T".Jc Hague conven- 
tion plays but a small role In the 
poetry of Celllgno. There Is a. touch- 
ing Montenegrin poem doscrlbtng 
Holy Night, 1702, ^hcn the bravo hill- 
men rose and uutchered In cold blood 
defenselesB Turks. When you read 
Nicholas* versos you conclude that a 
hero needs only two quallllcatlons — 
first, be should he superhumunly 
courageous, and secondly,- he should 
bo endowed with a line equipment of 
rascality. 

Yet this adipose literary prince has 
a real warrior's chivalry. He is a 
knight and a gentleman. He hates 
the Turks as Turks; but as warriors 
and blood-lovers he welcoracH them, 
and ho Is grateful to them for supply- 
ing the pptentlalUles of combat. That 
explains many queer inconalatencica 
In his verso. 

On one page he extols massacre and 
treachery against the' Turk; on tha 
next ho writes poetical pralBO oC Sulei- 
man Pashn, with whom, he croBsed 
swords In 1S78. Then a little further 
on is a touching poem, "The Lament 
of Osman Pasha." which describes the 
Turkish defense of Plevna against a 
UuBSIan army nvo times as strong. 

With this brive -spirit In him, 
Nicholas permits no man to ottond the 
few Turks who Itve In his barren 
land. This motive Inspires one of bis 
tinost poems. A whlto-bearded' Pod- 
gorltza Turk limped to the Dvorska 
UUca flg tree and complained to 
Nicholas that two chieftains had re- 
viled him and called blm "obi car- 
rion." He demanded Justice. 

"ilctum," said . Nicholas, "tonight 
and you will get It" When the Turk 
returned he found Nicholas under the 
flg tree by the llRht of a torch. Be- 
hind sat the two Insulters, looking un- 
comfortable and abased. "You shall 
have Justice!" said Nicholas, where, 
upon he took up a copybook and de- 
claimed to the Turk and to the prose- 
cutors an ode pinning something like 
this: 

"Thee, old lion, they Insult; the> 
laugh at thee; they deride thee; they 
call thee carrion! Thou carrlonT 
Thou? Thou that has conquered half 
the world; thou that hast watered 
they Arab steed In the Mlnclo . and 
challenged under Vienna's white walls 
the emperors of the west. 

""Ves, old Hon! We thut on battle- 
fields have. met and measured words, 
wo love one another as only enemies 
level And we shall meet again on 
battleflelds. old Hon, and slay and love 
one another," 

And hero, at' the thought that he 
might some day slay the Turk, fat 
Nicholas embraced hlB racial enemy 
and sent him on his way with the 
echo: " Old lion, old Hon," ringing In 
bis ears, ,--
